Refuses to Commit Himself, 


braska Says State Delegation is Fre 


But Delegate Caspar of Ne- 
to Bolt if Platform 


and Ticket Fail to Meet Bryahite Views. 


“Will you bolt this convention if the 
platform or nominee doesn't sult you?” 


This question was put bluntly to William 
Jennings Bryan yesterday fternoon in his 
room in the Jefferson Hotel. 

Mr. Bryan had just come from the Coll- 
seum, where he‘had attended the prelimi- 
nary meeting of the committee on resolu- 
tions and platform of which he is the 
Nebraska member. He had at once 
plunged into the task of drawing up a 
platform, representative of his own views 
but he interrupted his work to receive the 
World and Post-Dispatch representativ». 

‘‘Nobody,” said Mr. Bryan, in answer 
to the question, “will know until this 
convention is over whether I shal) follow 
the illustrious example of the New York 
World, which bolted the Democratic ticket 
in 1596."" 

When told that one’ of the Nebraska 
delegates, C. D. Caspar, has been quoted 
as saying that Bryan and his friends would 
bolt the convention if the platform doesn’t 
prove satisfactory to them, Mr. Bryan 
sald: 

“T am sure that Mr. Caspar never as- 
sumed to speak for Mr. Bryan. When I 
have unything to say, Mr. Bryan will say 
it himself. 

“I have refused absolutely to say one 
word about balloting and I must decline to 
say what I shall do in event of any con- 
tingency.”’ 

Mr. Bryan was barren of coat or vest. 
He had on a blue and white striped negli- 
ge shirt and his face’and head were cov- 
ered with perspiration. 

In an inner room, where the platform was 
being drawn up, were Senator Pettigrew 
of South Dakota and Clarence S. Darrow, 
the labor leader and lawyer of Illinois. 
Senator Pettigrew and Mr. Darrow, who 
is a member of the Illinois delegation, are 
the two most prominent men in the 
Hearst movement. The platform that was 
being drawn up was to represent not only 
Mr. Bryan's views, but those of all of the 
leaders hostile to the cedndidacy of Judge 
Parker. 


Likelihood of 
Bryanite Bolt. 


The question of the Nebraska men bal- 
loting is to be left largely to the individual 
judgment of the delegates, but should Mr. 
Bryan bolt, a thing which few of his 
friends or opponents expect him to do, a 
majority of the delegation will go with 
him. 

Cc. D. Caspar, when seen in the headquar- 
ters of the Nebraska delegation, denied 
positively that he had ever said Mr. Bryan 
would bolt the convention if the platform 
proved unsatisfactory. 

“What I do say, though,” said Mr. Cas- 
par, “is that I personally shall support 


' the ticket or vote for Judge Parker if the

furthermore agreed some weeks ago that 
none of us ehould question another mem- 
ber about bolting. This agreement has 
been udhered tO and in consequence no 
member of the G@egation is competent to 
speak for another.

Bryan Neglected by 


Convention Leaders. 

Little or no fuss is being made over 
Mr. Bryan at this convention. The only 
politicians of any prominence at all who 
visit him are members of the Nebraska 
delegation or of the Hearst movement. 
Some of the associates of Leader Murphy 
of Tammany Hall have called upon him 
and with these exceptions he is quite neg- 
lected by the men who are the real fac- 
tors in the convention. 

He spent all of yesterday, except the time 
he had to give to the convention and the 
meetings of. the committee on resolutions 
and platform, in his rooms on the second 
floor of the Jefferson; A flight of stairs 
adjoining his suite leads directly to the door 
of the Nebraska headquarters on the floor 
below. Some of the Nebraska delegates are 
in his rooms all of the time. He has a great 
many callers, but most of them are largely 
curiosity seekers, whom he dismisses with 
a few pleasant words and a handshake. 

If he is down-hearted, Mr. Bryan doesn’t 
show it. His manner is as cordial, cheery 
and magnetic as ever. His friends, how- 
ever, resent his comparative isolation. He 
attracts nothing more than passing atten- 
tion when he affpears on the street or in the 
lobbies of the hotel. Some of the World’s

way to and from the convention hall. 

When he returned to the hotel from the 
convention there were a number of little 
boys in the corridor who yelled: 

“Speech, Bryan, speech!’ but he passed 
along,seemingly oblivious to the juvenile at- 
tentions. In the street he wears a black 
alpaca coat and a white bow tie. 

When the convention was adjourned for 
the day Mr. Bryan shook hands with a 
number of the delegates who nominated 
him in 1896 and 1900. The Missouri and 
South Carolina delegates were nearest the 
Nebraska section. Four and eight years 
ago the delegates from these states climbed 
over one another to shake the hand of the 
Nebraskan, but today they greeted him in 
a perfunctory sort of way, much as they 
would greet Bill Smith of Anywhere. 

Mr. Bryan is declared by his friends to 
be a good loser. He certainly gave no in- 
dication of recognizing any difference be- 
tween the hullabaloo accorded Bryan in

Lewis Nixon and Many Members of eich Are Dis- 
gusted at the Ridiculous Showing 
‘He Has Made. 


After its vaudeville show Tuesday it did 
not seem possible that Tammany, with all 
its ingenuity could do anything that would 
make its postiion more ridiculous here, 
but Charles F. Murphy showed all the 
delegates yesterday they were mistakon. 

He gravely announced last night that 
the situation was unchanged and that if 
the delegates all kept their word there 
are #0 delegates who are absolutely 
pledged to vote against Judge Parker un- 
til he is defeated. 


The crowd hanging around the lobby of 
the Southern Hotel had lost interest in 
Murphy and his doings, however, and his 
announcement did not create a ripple. Ev- 
erybody smiled and changed the conversa- 
tion to something live. 


The truth is Murphy tIs dying hard, and 
with the poorest greace imaginable. He 
has made the entire Tammany delegation 
so utterly ridiculous here that the leading 
men of the delegation have taken it upon 
themselves to go around among the rep- 
resentatives of other states and assure 
them that Murphy was misrepresenting 
the feelings of the organization. 


wis Nixon, Murphy's predecessor as 
ger of Tammany Hall, and who is here 
as Tammany delegate, is the most dis- 
gusted man in St. Louis. Nixon has been 
saying things today about Murphy that 
would arouse the admiration of Col. Jack 
Chinn of Kentucky. Nixon fs so thorough- 
ly ashamed of Murphy's performance here 
that he has ceased to affillate with the 
Tammany crowd here and he has let the 
leaders from vther states know that pe 
and at least a half dozen other promineht 
Tammany delegates do not stand with 
Murphy. He roundly characferizes Mur- 
phy'’s action today, and declared that it 
was without precedent in politics for etu- 
pidity and folly. 


Murphy went to the convention and sat 
through the proceedings like a graven 
image. When the Cleveland demonstration 
occurred a faint- smile played about the 
corners of his thin lips, but he did not 
stir a limb. He was not foolish enough to 
take it as a real demonstration, -but it 
soothed his feelings. 

Directly after the convention was over 
Murphy returned to the Southern Hote! 
and his representative announced that the 
Tammany delegation would meet between 
3 and 6 o'clock and decide what course it 
would pursue for the rest of the conven- 
tion, The representative was asked the 
direct question if the meeting was to be 
for the purpose of withdrawing all op- 
position to Parker, and. replied: “Well, it 
will be for the. purpose of deciding what 
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that he was still with the leaders in ques- 
tion. Those who were with Murphy re- 
fused to say whom they had met. 

Murphy sent out word to the newspaper 
men that the situation was unchanged, 
and Senator Victor J, Dowling, who acted 
as his spokesman, said: 

“The situation is unchanged. Parker 
cannot be nominated. We have been as- 
sured that there are 40 votes that will 
Stand out against him to the last. He 
will be defeated if they keep their word.”’ 

“What states do the 400 delegates repre- 
sent ?"’ 

“We are net at liberty to say that.’ 

Senator Dowling didn't talk as though he 
relished the position he found himself in 
as a member of Tammany, and those who 
are familiar with his views on the subject 
know that he deplores the course which 
has landed Tammany in such a farcical 
position. He has been standing by Murphy 
simply as a loyal organization man. 

As things look now, the Tammany bat- 
tery of orators, Cockran, Towne and Grady, 
are not to have any opportunity to per- 
form. Their grand efforts were to. have 
been made in protesting against Judge 
Parker. The convention is now s0 over- 
whelmingily for Parker that it is realized 
that for them to make a speech against 
him would be worse than ridiculous. The 
Tammany crowd are bewaliling the fact 
that they are not even going to get a 
chance to shout for their favorite orators’

BURLINGTON, N. J., July 6.—The three 
richest land owners here have notified the 
Public that they will stand as bondsmen 
for any one who kills the negroes who at- 
tacked Mrs. Charles Biddle, a white wom- 
a, on Tuesday. In addition, a reward 
of $1500 has been offered. 

Willlam Austin, one of the negro fiends, 
has been arrested at Philadelphia and his 
confession has aroused even greater pas- 
sion than was exhibited yesterday by the 
otherwise calm country people about here. 
In addition to these riot exciting incidents, 
is the deplorable shooting of one of the vol- 
unteer posse by his co-worker. 

As the crime alleged and confessed by 
the negro arrested at Philadelphia is iden- 
tical with that which has so often aroused 
white men in the South combined with the 
incidents cited, there are present all the 
Incentive for triple lynching. 

If a lynching Is averted, and it probably 
will be, as great efforts are being made 
to that end, it is safe to predict that the 
lynching of negroes who outrage white 
women in the South will never again be as 
vituperatively denounced by Jersey people. 

The courts have adjourned until Sep- 
tember, but Judge Gaskill today said that 
he would, in all probability, call a grand- 
jury into session the first of next week 
and that if indictments were found, he 
would at once reassemble the petit jury, as- 
sign counsel to the men and proceed to 
trial at once. 
Judge Gaskill, prior to hearing that two 
of the men had been arrested, gave out a

Mrs. Biddle ‘Wants 
to Kill Prisoner. 


The hunted man, Aaron Timbers, is only 
20 years of age. He is about five feet 
inches in height, weighs about 1% pounds, 
Las a full, smooth face and prominent 
nose, thick lips, carries his head on one 
side and has a stumbling gait. He form- 
erly worked as a farm hand for Charles 
Biddle. 

In the company of her husband, Mrs. 
Biddle identified Thomas Jones. A great 
crowd surrounded the jail when Mrs. Biddle 
arrived. She was pale and apparently on 
the verge of nervous collapse. 
When Jones had been shown to her she 
screamed: 


“That's one of the men. I’m sure of it. 
He stood guard downstairs while Timbers 
and the other man attacked me. O! give 
me a revolver! Let me kill him!’ 

Mrs. Biddle did not identify Fox, who 
was a friend of Jones, as being concerned 
in the crime and he was released. 


Fearing that Jones would be '!ynched a 
clever ruse was used in taking him to 
jail at Mount Holly. A repair car was 


run down from Mount Holly and the crowd, 
supposing it was to be used in repairing 
attention to it. 

Then four constables rushed from the 
jail door with Jones handcuffed beiween 
them, dashed into the car and were on their 
way to Mount Holly before tie crow. was 
aware of it. 


NEGRO ARRESTED ADMITS 
GUILT; BLAMES TIMBERS.

PHILADBDLPHIA, July 7.—Charged with 
complicity in the attack on Mrs. Bisie Bid- 
die in Burlington, -N. J., Willlam Austin, a 
17-year-old negro, Was arrested at his home 
in this city last night.

Three Pounds of Herring Is Only Or- 
dinary Meals for Cormorants 
at the Fair. 


THE PELICANS ARE BIG EATERS 


Supt. W. Seward Wallace Success- 
fully Operates on Large Bird 
That Pierced Its Breast. 


In emulation of human beefsteak eating 
competitions, the cormorants and vultures 
on exhibition at the World's Fair are occu- 
pying themselves in a struggle for pre- 
eminence in consuming fish. The present 
betting is all in favor of the cormorant, 
which, though the smaller bird, possesses 
fish-absorbing capacity truly wonderful. 

A species of herring from the East coast 

is their staple article of diet and the cor- 
morant will catch from the hand of Louls, 
their keeper, and swallow half a dozen of 
these fish, weighing altogether about three 
pounds, and then ask for more. On Mon- 
day, indeed, he will manage to dispose of 
nearly double this amount, for he is hun- 
gry on that day by reason of the Sabbath 
fast which has been ordained by the man-

to attention except its perfect grace of 
carriage. 
Superintendent Wallace is proud of the 
fact that there have been no deaths among 
tne big birds. He has also reason to be 
proud of an operation he recently per- 
formed on a huge pelican. This bird, in its 
hurry for food, dashed itself into a spike 
of wood and plerced its breast. lt was

NEW YORK, July 7.—Hard training in 
the rival camps Robert Fitzsimmons and 
“Philadelphia Jack’’ O'Brien is almost 
over. Today and tomorrow the two great 
fighters will do only the light work that 
is necessary to keep the lungs clear and 
muscles up to the required pitch of elas- 
ticity. 

Both are fit and fine, and the only thing 
watched with anxiety now is the weather 
bulletin. .The fight will be held tomorrow 
night in the Philadelphia ball park, un- 
der the open sky. 

It 
was under similar sircumstances that he 
met and whipped James J. Corbett at Car- 
gon, Nevada, in 1897, and took the cham- 
pionship of the world from the conqueror 
of John L. Sullivan.

NEW YORK, July 7.—The opening this 
morning found prices on the general list

Many favorable comments re din 
future of the Southwestern railroad have 
been heard since the publication of the 
monthly government crop report on cotton, 
showing a condition at present of 88 per 
cent as compared with 83 a month ago, 
and 7; last year, and indicating a crop 
yield of Epprocinasaly 12,000,000 bales. The 
earnings of the rallroed systems benefited 
by the size of this crop are now, before 
this traffic is available, showing good in- 
creases over last year’s figures. Southern 
Railway recording a gain for June of $27.10. 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas an increase in 

roes of $312,741 and Missouri Pacific's earn- 
ngs for the same peri appreciate $237,000. 
And it is expected that more increases wil! 
be noted until the movement of cotton to 
market from this section commences. 
on account of the unusual heavy crop in- 
dicated and,unless the unforeseen should 
happen to lessen the present favorable out- 
look, a large increase in freight revenue 
from this traffic is anticipated and the 
earnings of these properties are expected to 
show very flattering returns.

For this. reason the 
weather In the crop-growing sections is 
being given very close attention at the 
present time.

No further rumors of a cut 
in the preferred dividend have been heard 
lately and steadiness of this security in the 
present market is ample proof that no 
change In the rate is contemplated at pres- 
emt. 
‘Reports from the southern iron companies 
all announce a fair amount of business at 
present and a decided improvement is @x- 
pected in this section in the early fall. 

The pressure to sell to secure profits 
was deaidedly more in evidence at midday 
and losses averaging nearly a point were 
noted in the active list, with money in 
very light demand at 1% per cent.

(rts of serious damage by floods, rust and 
Plight. these — principally from Kan- 
sas and Nebraska, turned many to the buy- 
ing side.. To have the late brilliant pros- 
pects in these states thus blighted was too 
much for speculation to hold out against. 
The extremely light posegce and the ouyig 
of cash new wheat é Dy Lilinois millers 
was testimony on a diy @@myed harvest 
that told strongly, too. Some sensational 
and undoubtedly exaggerated reports on 
loss in Kansas were sent out and worked 
the crowd. July was most urgently sought 
after and closed at about 2c higher for 
the day. Deferred options offered freely at 
advance, September especially, which closed 
about Ic higher. The ge bull turn in 
wheat and the flood news from the West 
had a stimulating effect on corn, which 
advanced, and oats follewed. 


W HEAT—More rain in harvesting regions 
and weather conditions still unsettied, to- 
gether with receipts here of only 11,700 bu, 
comparing with 40,000 bu one year ago, gave 
the market another higher opening under 
the stress of buying that was aroused.

WASHINGTON, July 6.—Safety in rail- 
road traveling is only to be purchased at 
the price of much tragic experience. From 
every serious or fatal accident a reason 
may be learned which would make it im- 
possible for the same accident to occur 
again. Many cases will be recalled of ac- 
cidents of the same nature occurring from 
the same causes. Railroad accidents which 
repeat former disasters can only be the 
result of carelessness, neglect to improve 
the rules, or faulty quipment, despite ex- 
perience. 

A review of the assiitieaaa of the last de- 
cade makes it possible to lay down a defi- 
nite philosophy of railroad accidents. From 
the hundreds of accidents, costing many 
thousands of lives and the loss of mil- 
lions in property, it is possible, in theory 
at least, to build a railroad, equip it with 
rolling stock, and install a system of trans- 
portation which will render life and prop- 
erty safe. Accidents, of course, will al- 
ways happen on the best regulated rail- 
roads. but it is nevertheless true that most 
of them are avoidable. 

In several recent accidents attention has 
been recalled to the danger which most 
travelers face in the telescwping of passen- 
ger coaches. By far the greatest number of 
lives lost in railroad accidents are due to 
this. In a recent accident in western Penn- 
sylvania most of the deaths were due to 
the telescoping of a single car, while the 
horror was increased by the wreckage 
catching fire. In one west of Topeka it 
was telescoping. After every accident this 
problem of building gsubstantial cars is 
discussed. The fact is, of course. familiar 
that even in the most violent colfistons. 
the parlor and other special coaches rare- 
ly. if ever, telescope, while the so-called 
day coaches are frequently crushed to 
kindling wood. 

The philosophy of this phase of the accti- 
vent problem is obvious. The cars which 
escape in such wrecks are much heavier 
and more thoroughly built than the day 
coaches. It Is not generally known, how- 
ever, in what lies the strength of these 
coaches. Such cars are often bullt en- 
tirely of steel. The body of the car is orig- 
inally a sheel of steel, over which a HNaht 
veneering of wood is placed. It will be 
seen that even with the most violent {m- 
pact such a car, while it may buckle and 
,crack, is pretty sure to hold together. 
Parior and sleeping cars rarely  tele- 
scope. 

The safest part of a train, {if the train be 
composed of the same kind of coaches 
throughout, is the center of the car mid- 
wuy between the engine and the rear car. 
| In thia position one is comparatively safe 
in the event of either a head-on or rear- 
end collision. Another thing to be borne 
in mind is the comparative safety of a 
vestibuled car over an ordinary coach. In 
collisions, even the most violent ones, the 
vestibuled cars suffer least. The vestibule 
acts a8 a cushion, taking up some of the 


concussion and thus relieving the body of 
the car of the full strain.
